2. Scope and limitation of operations.—Your letter No. 5040-A, Yated 25th 
September 1888, with its enclosures, conveyed to me the scope and limitation of 
the expedition to the Black Mountain, and the policy to be observed in the conduct — 
of operations. ° : 


These were defined in para. 3 of letter No. 2078-F, dated Simla, 2Ist_

“The object in view is to coerce into submission the Akazais ‘and the Khan 
Khel section of Hassanzais. All other tribes and sections upon the Black Mountain 
may be informed that the expedition is not directed against them, and that if they

The next day General Channer from Karun completed the destruction of 
Upper and Lower Kand, tak ing six prisoners during ‘the operation.

On the 21st, the Ist column moved on Trand, marching by Bilandkot, which 
was found unoccupied, and bivouacked near Chirmang. Colonel Murray’s column 
and the Pioneers were employed in improving the road fromthe Jal Pass to 
Chirmang, and bivouacked 2 miles behind No. 1 Column. On the 22nd reconnais- 
sances were made in the direction of Maidan and of the Parari country by 
General Channer and myself, respectively. On the following day the Parari Saiads 
showed signs of making submission, and the operations, which had been ordered 
against them, were in consequence postponed for 24 hours. As, however, they did 
not tender their full submission, a mixed force of about 1,000 men and four guns 
proceeded up the Parari glen, in three columns, on the moraing of the 24th, and 
destroyed the stronghold of Garhi and the village of Kopra, the most inaccessible 
i ph i villages ; these being selected for destruction in order to show the 
tribe that we had the power of moving anywhere in their country. 

‘The path to Garhi was found to be difficult, but the place was burnt after 
some opposition.

No opposition was experienced from the inhabitants of Thakot, but those 
of the villages of Daut and Lora fired into camp during the afternoon, and several 
of the enemy were killed by our picquets. Assurances had been given to the 
villagers that no harm was intended them ; but in consequence of the opposition — 
experienced, General Channer decided to destoy Lora and its tower, and to shell the 
village of Daut, on the right bank of the Indus. ‘This was successfully carried out. 
on the morning of the 29th, and the troops then returned to Serai, 


A detachment of the 3rd Sikhs and Khaibar Rifles withdrew from Thakot 
by another road along the right bank of the Nandihar stream. Some opposition was 
experienced by this party during their retarn, and in consequence a hamlet was 
destroyed.

6. Submission of the Parari Saiads.—The Parari Saiad jirga came in on the 
7th and made full submission, paying their fine and giving hostages. 

The Tikariwals had previously paid up the fine demanded from them ; for 
this reason | did not destroy either of their strongholds of Trand and Chirmang. 


7. Disposal of the force.—The force in the Agror Valley commenced to dis- 


perse on the 12th, and the River Column on the 14th November. 


8. Estimated losses of the enemy.—This sketch of the events of the expedi- 
tion would be incomplete without an estimate of the enemy’s losses during the 
operations, but it is difficult to give this with any pretensions to accuracy, owing to 
the wooded nature of the country and the practice of our opponents of carrying

Vi. 1 regret that it was absolutely necessary to destroy several of the 
enemy's villages, as the only practicable means of ensuring their complete submis- 
sion and obliging them to come in within a reasonable period, time being an impor- 
tant factor ; in all cases their mosques were respected. : 


No crops were destroyed, though it would have been practicable to burn a large 
amount of grain. Before the submission of the tribes, corn and forage were 
* utilised for feeding our transport animals, but after compliance with our terms, 
until the withdrawal of the force, all supplies were paid for, though sometimes 
cuawillingly given. 
The forage used was principally taken from the Khan Khel Hassanzais, who 
had been the chief offenders against the British Government, and from the Lower 
Hassenzais and Hindustanis of Maidan. a 


12. Natural difficulties of country.—In closing this short narrative of the 
events of the campnign, 1 feel it due to the troops under my command to bring 
prominently to the notice of His Excellency the hard work performed by them 
during the past six weeks. Tbe rugged and inaccessible nature of the country, 
enhanced by the scarcity of water, has hitherto led the tribes of the Black Moun- 
tain to believe that our organised troops could not penetrate their territory, and 
that they were secure from attack. 


The difficulty of the country has, in my opinion, not been over-estimated, and 
it has only been by pushing forward roads, wherever columns had to advance, that — 
Lhave been enabled to overrun the whole of the Hassanzai and Akazai country, 
and to move to Thakot and into Allai. 


The operations have been carried out at elevations varying from 1,200 to 
10,000 feet, and as an instance of the hard marching experienced, I would mention 
the movement to Pokal, when the troops descended 4,300 feet, returning the 
same evening. ‘ 

I believe that in no previous. expedition has the soldier, British or Native, 
undergone harder work in marching, road-making, and convoy duty, and it would 
have been impossible for any troops to have carried out these duties in a more 
cheerful and soldierly spirit. 


13. Political and military results—The political and military results of this 
expedition may be summarised as follows :— 


I.—The complete submission of the Akazai, Hassanzai, Parari Saiads, and 
Tikariwals. 
Il,—The opening up of the Thakot aad Allai cou ntries (hitherto unvisited) 


by the formation of good mule-roads into the heart of these 
tracts. 


Ill.—The completion of a thoroughly good camel road from Oghi to Dabrai, 
and a mule-track from Darband to Kunhar. 


IV.—The detailed survey of 177 squa re miles of unknown country, besides the 
collection of much valuable geographical information. sua 


14. Health of troops.—It is a matter of congratulation that the health of 
the troops during this expedition has been so uniformly good ; with the exeeptior 
of a féw sporadic cases of cholera inthe Suffolk Regiment and ‘si 
which caused me grave anxiety, there has been no epidemic. Special precauti 
rd against ‘the spread of cholera were taken, and these, together “wi 
vorable ae ‘of the season, effectully stamped out the disease. en 
3 1 am gfad to be able to report that the wounded ha without 
* tion, done remarkably well. The troops composing sciyr scsi 
ing the same advantageous conditions of climate, have suffered so 























arial fevers, which ate notoriously prevalent in the valley of the Ind

15. Engineering operations.—The services of the engineer officers attached 
to my force, under the command of Colonel Beresford Lovett, have been chiefly 
utilised in road-making, of which 222 miles (including 82 miles completed by the 
River Column) have been made practicable for pack transport and the passage of 
an organised force. 


16. A Jarge proportion of the work has been carried out by the troops, who 
have been daily employed as working parties, 

1 would wish specially to bring to the notice of His Excellency the Command- 
er-in-Chief the lasting work which has been carried out on the roads both with 
the force and on its main lines of communications by the Superintending Engineer, 
1st Circle, Mr. H. A. S, Fenner, with civil labor 3 the assistance rendered to the 
force cannot be over-estimated, and J hope that His Excellency may be pleased to 
bring the good services rendered by him to the notice of Government. It appears 
most desirable that in all expeditions of a similar nature a cooly corps should be 
organised at the commencement of operations for employment in the improvement 
and widening of roads commenced by military labor. 


17. Medical Department.—I have been satisfied with the working of the ~ 
Medical Department under the direction of the Principal Medical Officer, 
Surgeon-General J. H. Thornton, c.n, Favored by weather and the smaliness in 
numbers of sick and wounded, there has been no severe strain thrown upon the 
field hospitals, but every attention has been paid to the medigal requirements of 
the force, with the best possible results. 


18. Hospitals—The field hospital system bas worked well, and owing to the 
excellent health enjoyed by the troops, the want of hospital accommodation to 
accompany the columns has not been felt, though owing to the necessity for re- 
ducing transport to the lowest possible limit, only scanty accommodation could be 
kept with the advanced troops. ‘The ambulance train established by the Commis- 
sariat Department has worked well, and the carriage of the sick and wounded from 
the front to Hassan Abdal, on the North-West Railway, has been efficiently 
performed. 


The arrival of the nursing sisters proved a great boon to the patients in 
ital.

20. Veterinary —The collection of a large number of transport animals — 
necessituted careful veterinary supervision, which was satisfactorily tarried out by 
lst Class Veterinary Surgeon E. Ewing, with the result that no unusual: sickness 
occurred. One fatal case of anthrax was reported in the troop, 15th Bengal — 
Cavalry, at Darband, which was promptly met by the isolation of the detachment, 


21. Ecclesiastical.—The ecclesiastical needs of the force were supplied by the 
Reverend H. W. Griffiths, and towards the end of the operations by the Venerable 
Archdeacon Tribe, who accompanied the columns into Allai. The Reverend Father 
H. Van Mansfield, Roman Catholic Chaplain, accompanied the River Colymn, being 
more particularly attached to the Royal Irish Regiment, and he is specially brought 
to notice by Brigadier-General Galbraith for supplying water to wounded men 
under fire during the action of the 4th October. The Reverend W. Archibald, 
Presbyterian Chaplain, accompanied the Seaforth Highlanders throughout the 
campaign. if 

292. Signalling. —The signalling operations carried on under the superinten- 
dence of Captain Govld-Adams, King’s Dragoon Guards, have ‘ throughout 
been conducted to my entire satisfaction, and have, in conjunction with the field 
telegraph, kept me in touch with the whole of my force. i 


The work has been exceptionally heavy, and the results reflect great eredit on 
the officers and men employed during the expedition. 


The harmonious working of the signalling with the field telegraph has been 
a source of much satisfaction to me, and has greatly facilitated the work of com- 
munication. 


23. Telegraph Department.—1 cannot speak in too high terms of the energy 
with which the work of the Telegraph Department. under Mr. R. C. Barker has 
been carried on, often under most adverse circumstances. ‘ 


The promptitude with which his work was executed, and the distance covered, 
shows the excellence of the organisation and administration of the department. — 


During the operations, 17 offices were opened with the Agor Columns, and six 
with the River Column, 11,531 messages passing through the Oghi Office alone. — 


The force in the field caused very heavy additional work to fall on the Rawal

32. Captain Beley, D.S O., had already gained distinction in two campaigns, 
and had graduated at the Staff College. A highly trained officer of natural ability, 
and possessed, in @ marked degree, of soldierly instincts, he gave promise of a 
prilliant future career. Captain Beley at the outset of the expedition was Deputy 
Assistant Quartermaster-General of the Punjab Frontier Force, and on him fell a 

portion of the work. of arranging for the passage of troops through the 
Hazara District, their movement to the front, and for the special sanitary precau- 
tions necessitated by the prevalence of cholera. The able way in which ; 
duties were carried out reflected the greatest credit on him. He met a soldier's

Ihave the honour to submit, for the pee 
ation of His Excellency the " Commandersin« 
Chief, a report of the operations of the 4th or 
River Column, Hazara Field Force. 


On 28th September I reconnoitred Baraddar 
lateau, and selected ground for a_bivouac, near 
Ehamb village, seven miles from Darband. 


The road to this point being very bad, the 
troops were employed until rst October in mak- 
ing it practicable for laden animals. 


2. On 2nd October, the force moved ‘to 
Chamb. During the afternoon the brigade staff 
and picquets were fired upon from the Shingur 
ridge, north of Chamb, and, as evening approach- 
ed, an attempt was made upon the water 
picquet, but was repulsed, without casualty, bya 
company, 29th Punjab Infantry, ynder Captain 
Macleod. & 

At night, 1 received a telegram postponing 
further advance until 4th ‘instant, to allow the 
other columns to complete equipment, This 
delay proved most fortunate, as it was only by 
unremitting labour on the 3rd that the pens (4 
ward to Bela on the Indus was made praeticable 
for baggage animals. 


3. On the morning of the 3rd, the enemy, in 
larger numbers, attempted to re-occupy the 
Shingur ridge, but were anticipated by ibe 4th 
Punjab Infantry under Colonel Fawes witiwate 
driven back with a loss of two killed and four 
wounded.

This was well executed; the 34th Pioneers 
searching the wide-belt of jungle and boulders 
between our left and the river, while the qth 
Punjab Infantry, led by Colonel Hawes, scaled 
the difficult heights on our right and drove the 
enemy from every point of vantage in a style 
which commanded universal admiration. 

In this operation Captain Radford was severe- 
ly wounded, but continued to lead his men until 
ordered to desist.

to fix bayonets, I sent Captain Beley, Deputy 
Assistant Quartermaster-General, to direct the 
Pioneers to enfilade the position attacked. In 

ointing out what was required, he, unfortunate- 
i, rode a little in front of the patty while they 
were emerging from a nullah. 

He thus became the first object of the Ghazi 
rush, and his horse being cut down, he was 
overpowered by numbers, and fell mortally 
wounded, fearlessly facing his vpponents to the 
last. - 

13. The whole affair could not have lasted 
two minutes, but it was sufficient to bri 
minently to notice the soldierlike ualities ‘of 
many officers. Among others J jvould : parti- 
cularly mention Major Barlow, De ity Assist. 
ant Adjutant-General, who was the first to reach’ 
Captain Beley’s side, where the avas promptly 
joined by Surgeon Barefoot, attached to Royal 
Irish; Captain Inglis, Assistant Political Offi- 
cer, who acted throughout the day as my second 
orderly officer, riding unarmed under heavy fire, 
and always dis laying the greatest coolness ; 
Captain Lord inning, Orderly Officer, who 
shot a Ghazi, his pistol touching his opponent's 
chest ; Major Mor an, RA, and Lieutenant 
Eyre, in charge o} atlings, for their extreme 
promptitude in bringing their guns into action ;
